Just some thoughts on an inexpensive starter system - but be warned, 
you're going to want more soon! 


For an inexpensive start I'd look in rec.radio.swap for some used 
equipment. An Alinco DR-110 2m mobile rig runs about 35w and makes 
a fine packet rig. For a TNC you could consider the Baypac from 
TigerTronics. They advertise in QST and CQ. It is actually a modem 
that connects to the serial port of a PC and the TNC is implemented 
in software. I think his goes for about $50, new. For an antenna, 
you could possibly get by with the MFJ 1/4 wave ground plane for 
just a few bucks. 


I think this is a minimal system that may get you by for the time being.
